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(57) Abstract: The present invention relates to compositions and methods of immobilizing a viral vector to an implantable medical 
^ device, for example a vascular stent. Specifically, a composition for delivery of a therapeutic agent is provided which includes: a 
^ gene transfer vector, a surface and a modified protein, wherein the gene transfer vector is bound to the modified protein and the 
^ modified protein is covalently bound to the surface and wherein the composition is adapted to deliver the gene transfer vector to a 

manunalian cell. The viral vector is preferably an adenoviral vector and the modified protein is preferably CAR Dl. 
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
